COMMENTARY BY THE AUTHOR: 


Tus work is a lyrical setting forth of the three great facts on which depends the existence of 
the Christian Church. These facts are: 1. The Passion and the Death of the Saviour. 
2. His glorious life on earth from His Resurrection to His Ascension. 8. The spread of 
Christianity in the world through the mission of the Apostles. These three parts of the 
present Trilogy are preceded by a Prologue on the Creation, the Fall of our first parents, and 


the promise of a Redeemer. 


THE PROLOGUE. 


A. The Creation. An instrumental introduction, descriptive of Chaos. ‘And the Spirit 
of God moved upon the face of the waters. And God said, Let there be ight: and there was 
hight.” 

B. Creation of Man, priest and king of Nature. His Temptation and Fall. Sacrifices 
ineffectual. A Divine Mediator necessary. First occurrence of a melody typical of the 
Redeemer, both God and Man. 

C. Promise of the Redeemer. (Second occurrence of the typical melody.) The decree 
of Redemption in the councils of the Eternal. Mystic Chorus. — Annunciation of the Mystery 
of the Incarnation to the Holy Virgin. (Third occurrence of the typical melody.)

Recitatives. Condemnation and sentence of Jesus. Insults and outrages. Answer of

This division of the first part of the work includes six distinct numbers, which, however, 
are linked together so as to form a single musical series. 

1. An instrumental march, representing the brutality of the pagan force dragging Jesus 
to execution. 

2. A lamentation, for female voices, representing Christian compassion, of which the 
musical setting, accompanied by the wailing notes of the orchestra, is borrowed from the 
Hymn in the Catholic Liturgy, ‘‘ Vexilla Regis prodeunt” (‘‘Forth the Royal Banners go”’). 

8. Resumption of the instrumental march No. 1. 

4, Lamentations of the Holy Women, on seeing Jesus fall under the weight of the Cross. 

5. Words of Jesus to the Holy Women: ‘ Ye daughters of Israel, weep ye not for 
Me, but weep ye for yourselves, and weep ye for your children.”

6. Resumption of the instrumental march No. 1, but this time combined with the 
setting of No. 2, the continuous union of the two themes signifying the duration of both 
persecution and compassion throughout the ages of the world. 


Il. THE CRUCIFIXION. 


Recitatives. Jesus arrives at the summit of Calvary. He is stretched upon the Cross :— 
His hands and feet are pierced by nails. ‘The crowd insults and blasphemes Him. 
Chorus. — Mocking by the Priests. Chorus. — (Fourth occurrence of the typical melody.) 
Prayer of Jesus: ‘‘ Pardon their sin, My Father.” (Fifth occurrence of the typical melody.) 
The Saviour reproaches His people. Mystic Chorus. 


Til. MARY AT THE FOOT OF THE CROSS. 


Recitatives. Jesus says to His Mother, concerning St. John, “* Woman, behold thy son!” 
and to St. John, concerning the Virgin Mary, ‘‘ Behold thy Mother! ” 

Quartet and Chorus. Mystic lamentation. The Holy Virgin. Chant of the ‘‘ Stabat 
Mater” from the Catholic Liturgy, assigned to the orchestra, and accompanying the solo voice 
in the mystic lamentation. 

Choral. The same combination, the chorus, in unison, singing the theme of the 
lamentation, the organ intrusted with the liturgical chant of the “‘Stabat Mater,” and the 
orchestra expressing compassion for the sorrows of the Mother of Jesus,

thief. Jesus promises him Paradise as the recompense of his faith. (Sixth occurrence of the 
typical melody.)

V. THE DEATH OF JESUS. 
Recitative. —- The darkness. Orchestra alone. — The last agonies of Jesus. His death.— 
The earthquake. Recitatives and Orchestra. 


VI. THE CENTURION. 


Recitative. The Centurion confesses the divinity of Jesus. — Choral. The Church. 
Apostrophe to Death, conquered by the death of Jesus. Adoration of the Cross.

Mystic Chorus. ‘The doctrine of the Resurrection. Trumpets above: Orchestra, choirs, 
and organ. Christ is raised. Solo for horn and orchestra during the trumpet-calls from 
above. Choir and organ combined with the continuous trumpct-calls. : 
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IJ. THE HOLY WOMEN AT THE SEPULCHRE. 


Necitative.— Orchestra alone.—Recitative.—Conversation of the Holy Women on their 
way.— Recitative.—An Angel appears to them: he announces to them the resurrection of Jesus. 
This musical setting is supported by a harmonic combination in which the treble and the bass 
instruments of the orchestra maintain contrary motion, by a diatonic progression of tones 
and semitones, up to the moment when, at the words ‘He is risen,” the melody and the 
bass suddenly move by the interval of a third, thus expressing that Christ, by His divine 
power, has triumphed over the grave and over subjection to Death. 


Ill. JESUS APPEARING TO THE HOLY WOMEN. 


Orchestra alone. The Holy Women, filled with both agitation and joy, set out again on 
their way, according to the command of the Angel, to announce to the Disciples, who have 
taken refuge in Galilee, the Resurrection of Jesus. (Instrumental theme of the preceding 
number.) Jesus appears to them in the way. Seventh occurrence of the typical melody in 
the orchestra, while Jesus is speaking. The Holy Women, after having worshipped the 
Navlour, riseup ... Jesus disappears. They continue their journey. 


IV. THE SANHEDRIM. 


Recitative. Meanwhile, they that guarded the sepulchre, coming to themselves, find the 
tomb empty. They run in haste to the Sanhedrim, (Council of the Synagogue.) Chorus. 
‘Christ is risen again. Vainly we kept awatch. Lo! the tomb openstands.” Amazement 
of the Pharisees. Chorus. ‘Say ye that in the night His Disciples have come and stolen 
Him away.” Humanity protests. Chorus, Denunciation of this mercenary imposture:— 


“Now behold ye the guard, this your sleep-vanquished guard | "— 


“For ages on your head shall contempt be outpoured.”’ 


V. THE HOLY WOMEN BEFORE THE APOSTLES. 


recitatives.— The Holy Women hasten to announce that they have seen Jesus. Zio. — 
Incredulity of the Apostles. Chorus. — ‘* Blessed are they that believe.” Soprano Solo 
and Chorus. 


VI. JESUS APPEARING TO THE APOSTLES. THE ASCENSION. 


Recitatives.—(Highth occurrence of the typical melody.) Jesus gives the Apostles 
their mission. The orchestra takes up again the harmonic progression which accom- 
panied the words of the Angel to the Holy Women at the sepulchre. 

In the presence of the Apostles, Jesus ascends into heaven. 

Finale. Above, celestial voices, harps and trumpets. 

Chorus on earth; Orchestra, Organ. 

The gates of heaven open before Him Who has conquered death. 

Demand from the celestial choir: reply from the terrestrial choir. 

The two choirs united: Orchestra, Organ. 

Ninth and last occurrence of the typical melody, employing all the orchestra in 
unison, and supported by the full power of the organ.

Recitative—Suddenly a sound as of a tempest fills the place where they are assembled. 
Tongues like as of fire descend upon the Apostles. 

Recitatives.—A voice from Heaven proclaims to the Apostles that they may now go forth 
to the conquest of the world. 


UT HYMN VO THESAPOSTUES. 


This division of the third part of the work, the last and one of the most highly developed 
of the Trilogy, comprises seven numbers, and gives a summary of the Christian faith. 

1. The Apostles first proclaim the three great doctrines of the Incarnation of the Word, 
His eternal generation, and His continual presence with His Church. This first number is 
written in a style which is intended to recall the form and rhythm of the chants called 
‘‘ Proses”’ in the Catholic Liturgy. 

2. Quartet. and Chorus. ‘‘ By faith salvation comes, and by peace consolation.” 

8. Chorus, His power manifested by miracles. 

4, Quartet. ‘‘O come to Me, all ye that are sad and that weep.” 

5. Semi-Chorus. The Beatitudes. 

6. Repetition of the theme of No. 1, with the whole choir, the orchestra, and the ereat 


7. Final Coda. Glorification of the Most Holy Trinity throughout all ages. 


Nore.—It was during the autumn of the year 1867 that I first thought of composing a 
musical work on the Redemption. I wrote the words at Rome, where I passed two months 
of the winter 1867-8 with my friend Hébert, the celebrated painter, at that time Director of 
the Academy of France. Of the music I then composed only two fragments: 1. The March 
to Calvary in its entirety ; 2. The opening of the first division of the third part, the Pentecost. 
Twelve years afterwards I finished this work, which had so long been interrupted, with a 


view to its being performed at the Festival at Birmingham in 1882.
